INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 



US 4,267,164 relates to effervescent stannous fluoride tablets which result in 0.4% 
fluoride solutions. 
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Filed January 26,2001 

US 4,459,277 indicates that stannour fluoride has antibacterial properties. 

US 4,599,228 disclosed pharmaceutical^ active agents to which stannous fluoride, among 
other materials, has been added. 

US 5,098,716 discloses anhydrous glycerin solutions of stannous fluoride as antiviral 
compositions. 

US 5,663,208 discloses antifungal active agents to which stannous fluoride has been added in 
amounts of up to 1%. 

US 5 757,070 discusses stannous halides (which are other than fluoride, but if the fluoride is 
present another halide must also be present) as anti herpes virus compositions. 

US 5,908,640 mentions veterinary products containing stannous fluoride (solutions of up to 
1%) for preventing epidermal irritation. 

US 5,989,522 discusses antibacterial properties of stannous fluoride. 

US 6,248,370 is directed to an aqueous shampoo having stannous fluoride in addition to 
selenium and zinc compounds. 

US 6,455,076 mentions a composition for inhibiting skin irritation from contact with a skin 
irritant where the composition has at least 10 mM tin . 

Applicant submits that upon consideration of these references, the claims as presented 
in the accompanying amendment remain allowable.
